FINAL REGULATIONS

Title of Regulationt 18 VAC 85-110-10 et seq. (VR 465-11-01) Regulations Governing the Practice of
Licensaed Acupuncturists

Satutory Authority: 8§ 54.1-2400 and Chapter 29 (8 54.1-2900 et. seq.) of Title 54.1 of the
Code of Virginia

Effective Date June 6, 2001

Summary: These regulations protect the hedth, safety and wefare of the citizens of the
Commonwedth by establishing requirements and fees for licensure, renewd of license, reingtatement of
alapsad license, and for foreign educated graduates practicing as licensed acupuncturists.



18 VAC 85-110-150. Biennial renewal of eertification licensure.

A. A licensed acupuncturist shal renew his eertifieation license biennidly during his birth month

in each odd- numbered year by:

1. Paying to the board the renewd fee as prescribed in subdivison 2 of VAC 85-110-35;

and

2. Providing—proct—of—recertification Attesting to having documentation of current

certification by the NCCAOM. H-the licensee was-net-originaly-NCCAOM-certified;

B. A licensad acupuncturist whose license has not been renewed by the first day of the month

following the month in which renewd is required shadl be-dropped-from-theregistration-rolt

not belicensed in Virginia._

C. An additiona fee to cover adminidrative cods for processing a late gpplication shal be

imposed by the board as prescribed by subdivison 3 of 18 VAC 85-110- 35.



18 VAC 85-110-155. Inactive licensure.

A. A licensed acupuncturist who holds a current, unrestricted license in Virginia shal,

upon a request on the renewal application and submission of the required fee, beissued an

inactive license.

1. The holder of an inactive license shal not be required to maintain catification by the

NCCAOM.

2. An inactive licensee shdl not be entitled to peform any act reguiring a license to

practice acupuncture in Virginia

B. Aninactive licensee may reactivate his license by:

1. Submisson of the required application;

2.  Payment of the difference between the current renewa fee for inactive licensure

and the renewd feefor active licensure for the biennium in which in which thelicenseis

being reactivated;

3. Submisson of documentation of having maintained current certification or having been

recertified by the NCCAOM; and

4. Providing information on practice and licensure in other jurisdictions for the period in

which the license was inactive in Virginia




C. Theboard resarves the right to deny arequest for reactivation to any licensee who has been

determined to have committed an act in violation of § 54.1-2914 of the Code of Virginiaor

any provisons of this chapter.

18 VAC 85-110-160. Reinstatement.

A. A licensed acupuncturist who alows his license to lgpse for a period of two years or more
and chooses to resume his practice shdl submit to the board a nrew reingatement

goplication, information on practice and licensure in other jurisdictions for the period in

which the license was lapsed in Virginia, proof of recertification current certification by the

NCCAOM

competency—satistactory—to—the-board, and the fee for reingatement of his license as

prescribed in subdivison 4 of 18 VAC 85-110-35.

B. A licensed acupuncturist whose license has been revoked by the board and who wishes to
be reinstated must make a new goplication to the board, be-cextified-orrecertified hold

current certification by the NCCAOM, and pay the fee for reinstatement of his license as

prescribed in subdivison 6 of 18 VAC 85-100-35.
